Jefferson Barracks housing 
project tenants demanded a 
federal investigation today 
into circumstances surround- 
ing a proposal that the project 
be sold to private developers.

county grand jury at Clayton. 

Gupton Vogt, foreman of the 
jury, said Carson asked to ap- 
pear before the group. 

Carson declinéd to give the 
reason for his request. He said 
only, “I made arrangements 
for the appearance.”

ATOMIC TEST SITE, Nev., 
Oct. 30 (UPI) — The most 
powerful artificial underground 
explosion in history rocked a 
desert mesa today as atomic 
scientists detonated a “Hiro- 
shima’’-sized device 850 feet 
beneath the .earth’s surface. 

The underground explosion 
left just one more test to go 
before the deadline, barring 
tests, set by President Eisen- 
hower at midnight tonight. Ac- 
tually the deadline will be 4 
p.m. because that will be mid- 
night at Greenwich time. How 
long the bar remains in effect 
depends on the outcome of 
talks between the United 
States, Britain and Russia. 

The device, designated as 
Blanca, blasted the core of the 
mesa from its cavern below 
ground at the end of a 3000- 
foot tunnel. It dislodged mil- 
lions of tons of rock and dust. 

Scientists rated Blanca as 
equal to 20,000 tons of TNT. 

The blast was felt as a 
rimbling earthquake to observ- 
ers about 4% miles from

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LONDON, Oct. 30 (AP)—The 
Soviet Union tonight rejected 
American-British proposals 
for a one-year suspension of 
nuclear weapon tests as abso- 
lutely unacceptable. 

A statement broadcast by 

Moscow radio said Russia “de- 
mands the immediate and uni- 
versal cessation for all time of 
nuclear weapon tests.” 
, The statement was issued 
*| immediately after the Soviet 
government sent notes to the 
United States and Britain con- 
| cerning the three-power talks 
on nuclear test suspension 
which start in Geneva tomor- 
row, 

The Russians accused the 
Americans and British of sug- 
gesting the one-year test sus- 
pension to take effect after 
they had “hurriedly carried 
out” a test firing program. 

Former Stand Restated. 

The statement repeated a 
Soviet warning earlier this 
week, reserving the right to 
continue testing Russian weap- 
ons on a bomb-for-bomb basis 
with the West. 

The Moscow statement said 
that if America and Britain 
agree to a permanent bar on 
tests the U.S.S.R. will cease its

The men brought to the sur- 
face today told of praying and 
singing hymns to keep up their 
courage as théy waited out the 
long, dark hours. 


The force of the massive 
earth shift tossed them against 
the roof of the tunnel where 
they were working more than 
two miles from the mine en- 
trance, they related. 


Hugh Guthro, 31 years old, 
said he was buried up to his 
chest but remained conscious. 
He said he knew some of his 
comrades were dying along the 
coal wall. Other miners dug 
him out. 


The 12 found themselves 
trapped in. a pocket 100 feet 
long and three feet high. By 
some miracle, there was no gas 
and some fresh air seeped in 
through the debris, Guthro 
said. 

“At first we tried to dig 
our own way out but soon we 
got so weak we had to stop,” 
he said. ““‘We had no food and 
no water since Sunday or Mon- 
day. The last thing we ate 
were a few crusts of bread. 

“We rationed our lights and 
cut some batteries off the dead 
men but on Monday we were 
in darkness. I'd say Caleb 
Rushton kept us going.” 

Rushton, 35, perhaps the 
strongest of the group when 
rescuers arrived, sang hymns. 

Air Becomes Bad. 


The air gradually became 


bad. There was no room to 
stand. 
By Monday the men had 


given up hope of being rescued. 
Hope also had been abandoned 
on the surface, but the rescue 
crews kept digging. 

Then yesterday rescue crews 
stumbled on a broken air pipe 
leading to the entombed men

“Alcohol solves a problem 
which according to an alcohol- 
ic’s own ‘private sense’ cannot 
be solved in any other way,” 
he told the group,.an affilia- 
tion of the American Medical 
Association. 


“Alcohol leads the alcoholic 
away from frustrating experi- 
ences in much the same way as 
a mother would gently lead her 
happy child. It allows the al- 
coholic temporarily to with- 
draw from razor-edged experi- 
ences which carve away at his 
self esteem. It keeps him from 
looking at a poor photograph 
of himself.” 

To.treat alcoholics, Dr. Gin- 
des first puts them into a “me- 
dium hypnotie sleep,” then of- 
fers them a shot of their favor- 
ite drink. He has them swish 
it around their mouths for a 
while. 

“Now what you have just 
drunk is an obnoxious, vile and 
repelling thing,” he tells them.

NEW YORK, Oct. 30—When 
a police officer or anyone else 
authorized to carry a pistol 
has marital troubles which 
reach the court stage he will 
have to check his weapon out- 
side Domestic Relations court.

“Genetic recombination” is 
'a term for sexual fertilization 
in the bacterial world, Leder- 
berg found that from the ge- 
neticists’ point of view, “this 
corresponds exactly to the nor- 
mal sexual fertilization in 
higher organisms.” 

Describing the work of the 
'prize winners, Prof. Torbjorn 
Casperson of the Caroline In- 
stitute said the research of 
Beadle and Tatum in the early 
1940s “led to the discovery 
that the individual gene acts 
by directing individual steps in 
the course of chemical synthe- 
sis in the cell. All the sub- 
stances in the cell are built up 
step by step in a long series of 
synthesizing processes. 

“The individual steps are 
governed by individual genes 
by their regulation of the pro- 
duction of specific enzymes for 
each separate step.”

The United States has many

Assuming the response to be 
negative, the Air Force spokes- 
men said the men willing to 
volunteer were not daredevils 


problems of flight, a few of 
them with rocket experience. 

“They have experienced ‘G’ 
(a pressure factor caused by 
rapid acceleration), moments of 
weightlessness, sudden low 
barometric pressures, fear up 
to and including panic,” the 
report said. 

During blast off, it was re- 
ported, a human occupant of a 
space ship might experience 
six to eight “G” factors, in 
three bursts, for 200 to 250 
seconds. One “G” was likened 
to having a~50-pound bag of 
cement on the chest, and 100- 
pound. weights on arms and 


legs . 
Solutiong in Sight. 

The doctors said one aspect 
of studies now going on was 
the search for ways and means 
of ‘protecting rocket crews 
from the “mammoth ocean of 
radiation” that surrounds the 
earth. 

“Unsolved problem areas 
such as radiation and weight- 
lessness are being attacked 
vigorously, and several solu- 
tions are in sight,” they said. 
“The most important part of | 
the flight is to recover the 
pilot safely...” 

Dr. Aims .C. MicGuinness, 
special assistant to the Secre- 
tary of Health, Education and 
Welfare, told the College of 
Preventive Medicine that the 
.American people are going to 
insist, increasingly, that the ad- 
vances in medicine be made 
available to all. 

“IT cannot overemphasize,” he 
said, “that unless there is a 
substantial increase in the pro- 
duction of physicians and other 
professional personnel, not only 
the total research effort but the 
health services of the nation 
will be severely hampered in 
the years ahead.” 

Voluntary Health Insurance. 

Dr. McGuinness said the na- | 
tion’s investment in medical 
and dental education must be 
increased to avoid a desperate 
shortage of doctors and den- 
tists. He said medical costs 
were a serious problem to many 
families. 

“The present Administra- 
tion,” he said, “is convinced 
that voluntary health insurance 
represents the best means of 
helping most pedple meet the 
costs of medical care, within 
our traditional American free 
enterprise system.” 

_ Jn a session this morning at 
ithe Statler Hotel, Dr. George 

E. Park of the Dyslexia Me- 
morial Institute, Chicago, re- 
ported to the National Society 
for Prevention of Blindness on 
the problem of intelligent chil-

Dr. Park said dyslexia, a con- 
dition in which a person is un- 
able to learn to read properly

INEMPLOYMENT 


State Agency Estimates 
54,100, or 6.4 Pct. of 
Labor Force, Were 
Jobless Oct. 17. 


The decline in unemploy- 
ment in the St. Louis area has 
continued through October, the 
Missouri Employment Service 
reported today. A preliminary 


estimate indicates that approxi- 
mately 54,100 persons, or 6.4 
per cent of the labor force, 
were out of work as of Oct. 17. 

In the period from July 15 to 
Sept. 15, area unemployment 
declined by 6900 to a total of 
61,100. In contrast, the number 
of unemployed on Sept. 15, 
1957 was 32,000, or 3.8 per cent 
of the labor force. 

Since unemployment here 
reached a 1958 peak of 74,400 
on March 15, the number of 
jobless has been reduced by 
13,300, or almost 18 per cent. 

In the July-to-September re- 
porting period, non-agricul- 
tural employment edged up- 
ward from 698,400 to 700,600, 
but this gain was partially off- 
set by a drop of 1100 in agri- 
cultural employment, which was 
estimated at 12,000 in Sep- 
tember. 

Most manufacturing indus- 
tries in the area showed small 
employment gains from July to 
September, but these were 
more than offset by layoffs in 
the automobile industry for 
model changes and the seasonal 
lack in the shoe industry. 

In non-manufacturing lines, 
best gains were registered by 
wholesale and retail trade, 
which took on 2200 additional 
workers; construction, 1300; 
government, 1700, and profes- 
sional services, 700. Railroad 
employment declined by 600, 
and non-professional jobs were 
off about 800. 

A strong recovery in the 
automobile and related indus- 
tries would lift industrial em- 
ployment out of the rut, 
Charles G. DeLargy, manager 
of the St. Louis employment 
office, declared, reporting that 
automobile dealers have had 
some time to cut inventories 
and reports indicate that sales 
should be good.

Installations in Estimate. 

Gamp’s estimate included all 
the new installations in the 
basement plus a new three-way 
switch in the kitchen and the 
running of new wire to four 
new receptacles on the first 
floor and to an outlet for an 
air-conditioning unit on the 


second floor. It also icnluded 
putting in 18 new light switches 
and 18 new receptacles. 

Material used in the installa- 
tion of new facilities ‘in the 
basement would have cost 
about $74, Gamp estimated. 
Bobe had estimated the cost at 
$123. Dr. McCaffery has told 
reporters the electrical work in 
the entire house cost $354. 

Gamp also stated his inspec- 
tion showed 514 feet less wire 
used than Bobe had estimated. 
He also differed from Bobe in 
finding a number of used parts 
in the basement that Bobe had 
designated as new, although on 
cross-examination he admitted 
he could not unqualifiedly sup- 
port his statement. On one 
other matter, the cost of the 
city’s inspection charge, Bobe 
had estimated this at $27. Rec- 
ords introduced at the trial 
showed this to be $13.50. 

On cross examination, Gamp 
conceded he had not examined 
new wiring to the kitchen for 
a refrigerator or new wiring 
and fixtures for the front and 
back porches, nor had he 
examined other fixtures in the 
house to determine whether 
they had been rewired. He 
said these aspects of the job 
had not been included in his 
estimates of man-hours.

A Maryland Heights View 


In your Oct. 22 editorial on 
consolidation of school districts 
you stated that Maryland Heights 
is one of the most needy school 
districts in St. Louis county. No 
doubt, you used as a basis for this 
statement the conditions that ex- 
isted in 1956. 

In 1956 there was a severe 
financial problem because the 
tax rate had not been increased 
over a period of several years as 
costs of operation increased. The 
school system was unapproved 
by the State Department of Edu- 
cation and it was necessary to 
vote the highest tax rate in St. 
Louis county ($3.58) to operate 
the schools. These conditions no 
longer exist. 

The tax rate has been lowered 
40 cents to $3.18. The district 
meets all financial responsibilities 
on a current basis, and the schools 
are meeting the requirements of 
a Double AA school system, the 
second highest rating. The high 
school students are offered a total 
of 51% units of credits this year, 
as compared with 34 in 1956, in- 
cluding three foreign languages, 
five units of math, and four units 
of science. This compares favor- 
ably with other districts in St. 
Louis county. 

The assessed valuation behind 
each child has steadily increased 
for the last three years, as have 
the per pupil expenditures. 

The budget for 1958-1959 calls 
for an expenditure of approxi- 
mately $350 per child. This in- 
crease reflects an increased sal- 
ary schedule for teachers plus 
other increased operating costs. 
Up to a certain point the per 
pupil expenditure is indicative of 
the caliber of the school program 
being offered. I seriously ques- 
tion using per pupil expenditure 
as the only measuring device. 

Study and evaluation of the 
organization of school districts 
in the county is the responsibility 
of the County Board of Educa- 
tion. I personally am not op- 
posed to the consolidation of 
Maryland Heights School District 
with other districts nor do I feel 
the people in this area are op- 
posed to consolidation. 

However, I am opposed to a 
consolidation which will result 
in nothing but bigness. The Coun- 
ty Board of Education has a re- 
sponsibility to the people in St. 
Louis county to proceed slowly on 
the basis of accurate and com- 
plete information to recommend 
the formation of school districts 
that are large enough to offer 
a strong basic educational pro- 
gram to all children and yet not 
be so large they become un- 
wieldy. 

Their problem has been com- 
plicated by the fact that the 
large residential areas, which are 
mushrooming all through the 
county, greatly increase the num- 
ber of pupils without providing 
the necessary tax money to keep 
the per. pupil expenditure at a 
safe level. Perhaps the recent 
suggestions of providing addi- 
tional funds from new sources 
will make the job of equalization 
much more practical.

Charter Propositions One through Siz, in 
our judgment, deserve approval. All of them 
except Proposition Five are necessary to 


- break up the unwieldy Department of Public 


Welfare into three separate departments. This 
structural rearrangement of the city govern- 
ment was recommended in the last proposed 
Charter; it is indorsed by Mayor Tucker, the 
League of Women Voters, and others. It has 
no organized opposition. 

_ Proposition Five removes the $10,000 city 
salary ceiling; it too deserves to be passed 
and it too has no organized opposition, In 
itself, this proposal does not increase salaries; 
it merely permits the Board of Aldermen to 
pay more than $10,000 when and if the Alder- 
men see fit to do so and when and if they 
can raise the money to finance the increment. 
Several important city positions have been 
left vacant for long periods because of the 
unwillingness of qualified applicants to take 
them at the salary the city could pay under 
the Charter as it stands. 


Propositions Seven and Eight ought to be 
defeated. Proposition Seven is an ill-con- 
ceived effort to cut the work-week of fire- 
men. It is opposed by Mayor Tucker and by 
the League of Women Voters for what seems 
to us to be the best of reasons. It is unneces- 
sary. The Mayor and the Aldermen already 
possess authority to make the proposed 
changes when and if they can finance them. 

Proposition Seven would cost a great deal 
of money. In the first year after it became 
effective it would cost $386,000; in the second 
year $696,000, and in the third and each suc- 
ceeding year, $1,160,000. If those sums had 
to be raised by a property levy, taxpayers 
would have to provide an extra 2 cents on 
each $100 of valuation the first year; 5 cents 
the second and 8 cents in the third and all 
future years. 


The argument has been made that the 
question of shortening firemen’s hours is 
properly presented as a Charter amendment 
because the Board of Aldermen has failed 
to deal with it. But nobody is offering a 
Charter amendment to increase taxes suffi- 
ciently to pay for those shorter hours. If it 
is proper to legislate obligations by Charter 
amendment, then the revenues to meet those 
obligations ought to be provided in the same 
way and at the same time. 

We agree that firemen deserve a shorter 
work-week. But the fair and honest way to 
give them one is by ordinance—and those 
who adopt the ordinance should take respon- 
sibility for raising the necessary revenue.

Proposition Eight would go a long way 
toward wrecking the city’s merit system. It 
was rammed through the Board of Aldermen 
by a short-sighted AFL-CIO leadership, and 
it smacks of politics and spoils. It would give 
the Mayor political domination over the Civil 
Service Commission; it would require that 
Commission members represent special inter- 
ests; it would give the Mayor and Aldermen 
power over basic employment decisions like 
hours of duty, days off, sick leaves; it would 
weaken the existing prohibition against politi- 
cal activity for merit system employes, and 
it would write into the Charter certain provi- 
sions that might require substantial increases 
in the city. budget, among other deficiencies. 


Discriminating voters will mark their bal- 
lots Yes for Propositions One through Six, 
and No to Propositions Seven and Eight. 


Shakespeare Pays a Visit 


Anyone who can remember when Robert 
Bruce Mantell would act Macbeth and Ham- 
let and Shylock and two or three other 
Shakespearean roles in St. Louis one week 
every winter is showing signs of gray. Those 
were the long-ago nights in the theater when 
tall, straight E. H. Sothern and lovely Julia 
Marlowe would play “Twelfth Night” and 
Otis Skinner cut up high jinks as a merry, 
tippling Falstaff. The Stratford players 
brought us their repertoire in the early ’30s. 
Maurice Evans acted “Richard II” and “Ham- 
let” here later in that decade. Katharine 
Hepburn delighted matinee crowds with “As 
You Like It” in 1950 and last year she was 
back in “Much Ado About Nothing.” Now 
from London comes the famed Old Vic com- 
pany which has just grossed $74,000 in one 
week in Los Angeles. 


It is good to have the Old Vic actors in 
St. Louis and we hope their stay here speaks 
well for our community, as it would have done 
a generation ago. For although Shakespeare 
has been played for 300 years, we can be 
sure that those centuries are only a begin- 
ning. With the Bard of Avon as with all his- 
tory, the past is prologue.

Mr. Bussmann Should Quit 


Norbert V. Bussmann’s attitude and actions 
on the public housing question are clearly in- 
consistent with his duties as a member of St. 
Louis county’s Land Clearance Authority, to 
whose objectives public housing is essential. 
He ought to resign. If he refuses, Supervisor 
Matthews ought to fire him. 

Mr. Bussmann not only is against public 
housing but has the nerve to say officially 
that he has been “instructed from above” to 
oppose it. The instructions “from above” 
evidently came from the National Association 
of Home Builders, of which he is a director, 
and carried more priority with him than the 
public interest he is supposed to be serving.

He took as subject matter for 
his first press conference two of the basic 
issues which will come before the Geneva 
conference—continued testing to develop a 
small, so-called “clean” bomb, and the use of 
nuclear bombs for civil engineering work. 
On the latter point his remarks are rein- 
forced by an AEC announcement, through 
Senator Jackson of Washington that hydro- 
gen bombs will be used to blast out a chan- 
nel and harbor at Cape Thompson, Alaska, 
some 200 miles north of Nome, probably 
in 1960. 

On both the controversial points he brought 
up, Commissioner McCone expressed an atti- 
tude so rigid that it would offer no apparent 
basis for agreement with the Soviet Union. 
Test suspension, he said, would delay and 
probably prevent development of small bombs 
of relatively low fallout; and since that de- 
velopment is admittedly a long way off, Mr. 
McCone is in a position of insisting that tests 
go on into the indefinite future. 

As to civil engineering works, he expresses 
the extreme view that there is no more rea- 
son to forego the use of nuclear bombs for 
that purpose than there was to forego the 
use of dynamite. This is an incomparable bit 
of comparison which ignores entirely the fact 
that deadly radioactive fallout, which is the 
cause of the world’s concern over nuclear test 
explosions, is not produced by. dynamite. 

Whether Mr. McCone looks to the pending 
parley with hope or not, there are vast popu- 
lations all around the globe who do. The 
world will not readily forgive a scuttling of 
the tests suspension talks. The good faith 
with which the three great nuclear powers 
must enter these deliberations begins at 
home. Let us take a candid look at our own, 
and resolve that if it is not good enough al- 
ready it shall become so. 


The Race for State Auditor 


Only one statewide Missouri office will be 
filled Nov. 4—that of State Auditor. The 
nominees are the present Auditor, Haskell 
Holman, Democrat, of Moberly, and Meredith 
(Pete) Garten, Republican, of Pierce City. 
Each was nominated without opposition in 
the August primary. 

A descendant of the first settler of Ran- 
dolph county, Mr. Holman went to work 25 
years ago in the Auditor's office as a highway 
accounts clerk. When the 1945 Constitution 
created the Department of Revenue, he was 
given supervision of the state income, inherit- 
ance, franchise and intangible property tax 
units. He was chief clerk in the State Treas- 
urer’s office when appointed Auditor by Gov. 
Donnelly in 1953 to fill a vacancy. Four years 
ago Mr. Holman was elected to a four-year 
term. 

The challenger, Meredith Garten, also has 
much in his record to commend him to the 
voters. Like Auditor Holman an alumnus of 
the University of Missouri, Mr. Garten was 
one of the ablest of delegates to the 1943 
State Constitutional Convention. He served 
Lawrence county as its State Representative, 
In the Legisla- 
ture Mr. Garten became known for his asso- 
ciation with constructive, beneficial bills and 
it was a matter of regret when he did not 
continue in the Senate. 

Professionally Mr. Garten is a weekly news- 
paper editor and publisher. He has lifted 
the Pierce City Leader-Journal above the run 
of local newspapers and his colleagues in the 
field have elected him president of the Mis- 
souri Press Association. 

Democratic voters doubtless will cast their 
ballots for Mr. Holman and Republican voters 
will mark theirs for Mr. Garten. While inde- 
pendents may vote with confidence for either, 
they might well remember that, other things 
being equal, it is a good principle to elect an 
auditor from the party which does not control 
the rest of the State Administration. 


Russia’s Big Bid to Nasser 


With Premier Khrushchev’s promise of 
help to the United Arab Republic in building 
the Aswan dam, Russia seems about to take 
one of the biggest tricks in the Middle East- 
ern card game. 

The State Department is said to feel that 
“the Russians are welcome” to the deal, that 
it will bring them plenty of trouble. Yet 
there must be some sober reappraisals going 
on since, in a way, the Aswan dam proposal 
triggered the current troubles in the Middle 
East. On July 18, 1956, Mr. Dulles withdrew 
the Western offer to help build the dam 
which would increase the irrigated land of 
Egypt by one third. He said there were 
doubts about Egypt’s ability to finance its 
part of the project, yet it seems that these 
were inspired by the mortgaging of Egyptian 
cotton to Russia in exchange for arms. 

Nasser’s reaction was sharp. He nation- 
alized the Suez canal, saying that the dam 
would be financed by canal tolls. This, of 
course, led to the British-French-Israeli at- 
tack on Egypt, which was halted by the Unit- 
ed Nations at the cost of a strain on Ameri- 
can relations with our chief European allies. 
This strain has been overcome. Nasser is 
managing the canal efficiently, yet the tolls 
thus earned have been ear-marked largely for 
the improvement of the waterway. Hence the 
impossibility - starting work at Aswan with- 
out foreign aid. 

Secretary Dulles has made clear that in 
withdrawing the American loan proposal he 
gambled that the Russians lacked the re- 
sources to do the job. The Russians fre- 
quently talk a bigger loan than they actually 
make in the end. Yet the reception of the 
Soviet announcement throughout the Middle 
East has been most favorable, and demon- 
strates again that Moscow knows how to wage 
economic war. The Aswan dam may not be 
built next year, but a great many Arabs will 
look to Moscow for the needed help in build- 


ing it.

The World Needs a Psychiatrist 


Nations Can Act as Neurotically as Individuals But Danger Is Far Greater 


Jerome D. Frank, M.D.

The nuclear arms race poses a 
mortal and increasingly pressing 
danger to civilization. It is obvious 
that the chief source of peril lies 
not in the nuclear weapons but in 
the human beings behind thém, and 
that therefore the danger can only 
be resolved by changes in human 
attitudes. 

As a psychiatrist I have been 
struck by certain parallels between 
the behavior of 
nations today and 
that of mental pa-

about the human problems of the 
arms race. 

The prize for which the United 
States and Russia are unwittingly 
contending is mutual destruction 
yet neither side seems able to change 
its course of action. A nuclear acci- 
dent or error of judgment which 
could trigger a full-scale war be- 
comes more probable with each 
passing day, as the power to fire 
nuclear weapons becomes ever more 
widely diffused and the werning 
time for effective retaliation stead- 
ily decreases, 


Society Reacts in Two Ways 


Society reacts to this terrifying 
situation in two characteristic ways, 
both of which impede its solution. 
One is a remarkable indifference, 
probably best illustrated by the al- 
most total apathy concerning civil 
defense in both Russia and the 
United States; the other is the build- 
ing of still more nuclear weapons, 
thereby intensifying the behavior 
which created the problem in the 
first place. Psychiatrists are familiar 
with both types of reaction in their 
patients and have termed them “de- 
nial” and “repetition compulsion.” 

In psychiatric jargon, denial is 4 
patient’s attempt to deal with a 
massive threat by denying its exist- 
ence. Examples are the patient with 
blindness due to brain disease who 
insists that he can see, or the pa- 
tient in the back ward of a mental 
hospital who maintains that she is in 
a palace. 

Patients with emotional illness 
often show remarkable rigidity of 
behavior, which Freud labeled the 
repetition compulsion. They keep 
repeating the very acts which cause 
trouble for them. This seems to be 
partly a result of their chronic anx- 
iety. The patient clings to a faulty 
solution to a problem because he is 
afraid to give it up. The more 
anxious a person is, the more rigid 
his behavior tends to become. 


Anxiety and “The Enemy” 


Similarly, the more menacing the 


arms race becomes, the more franti-. 


cally we build more weapons and the 
less we seem able to seek more sen- 
sible alternatives. Anxiety also tends 
to freeze one’s perceptions of the 
world. There is nothing harder to 
stand than ambiguity, so when faced 
with a dangerous situation one tends 
to oversimplify it. Everything be- 
comes black and white. To use a 
technical term, thinking tends to be- 
come stereotyped. 

This is seen clearly In the stereo- 
type of “the enemy.” No matter 
who the enemy is or who we are, the 
enemy tends to be perceived as in- 
tellectually inferior but possessed of 
an il cunning which enables 
him easily to outwit us. The enemy 
is seen as cruel, tre and 


The fact that the enemy—who- 
ever he may be—is viewed as com- 
pletely untrustworthy is a major 
source of tensions leading to war. 

The terrible thing about the mu- 
tual distrust of enemies is that it is 
justified. Some enemies are untrust- 
worthy to begin with, but all become 
so eventually. Enemies cannot trust 
each other because each is forced 
to act in such a way as to justify 
the other’s misgivings. This is an 
example of what the sociologist Rob- 
ert K. Merton has termed the “self- 
fulfilling prophecy.” 


The U.S.-U.S.S.R. Standoff 


The same kind of mechanism op- 
erates at the level of societies, Rus- 
sia and the United States each claim 
to base their foreign policy on the 
premise that the other would attack 
if it dared, and so each behaves in 
such a way as to make an attack in- 
creasingly likely. 

The mutual expectancy of Russia 
and the United States that the other 
plans to attack leads each to ne- 
gotiate to gain a supposed advan- 
tage, intensifying the mutual dis- 
trust. Russia wanted to ban atomic 
weapons when we alone had them; 
we want to ban outer space as an 
area of conflict now that Russia 
seems to be ahead in this field. We 
ring Russia with bomber and missile 
bases, she treacherously crushes 
Hungary and develops I.C.B.M.’s, 
each thereby strengthening the 
other’s fear of attack and increasing 
the probability that it will occur. 

Psychotherapy tries to produce 
beneficial changes of attitude in in- 
dividuals. Whether principles of psy- 
chotherapy can be applied to so- 
cieties is highly questionable, but 
the implications of certain of these 
principles for halting the nuclear 
arms race may warrant exploration. 

In attempting to apply psycho- 
therapeutie principles to today’s sick 
world, the obvious question is: Who 
is to be the psychotherapist? Who 
has the confidence of both the Unit- 
ed States and Russia, and is viewed 
by them as competent to resolve 
their differences? 

At first glance the question seems 


absurd, yet certain groups may po- 
tentially function in this way. The 
industrially backward and relatively 
unarmed nations, small and large, 
who can only lose by a nuclear war 
may be able through the United Na- 
tions gradually to modi the be- 
havior of the majer powers. Many 
nuclear physicists seem able to focus 
on the welfare of humanity regard- 
less of the side of the Iron Curtain 
from which they come, and their 
prestige is great in all nations. 


That both Russia and the United 
States agreed # a conference to de- 
vise adequate measures of inspection 
of a test ban on 
nuclear weapons 
is a sign that 
both, at least pro- 
visionally, trust 
the other’s scien- 
tists as well as 
their own. 

Even in the ab- 
sence of a psycho- 
therapist, psyoho- 
therapeutic prin- 
ciples may be ap- 
plicable to as-

pects of our present dilemma. For 


example, they suggest that it is 
vitally important for each person to 
make a constant effort to keep his 
thinking straight. One must fight the 
tendency to deny the extent and 
immediacy of the danger, and make 
sure the words one habitually uses 
in thinking about the problem are 
appropriate. 


If we and Russia can break away 
from the stereotype of each o@er 
as the enemy, we may be able tc 
reach an agreement to stop testin; 
nuclear weapons, with an arrange 
ment for mutual inspection. Regard 
less of its effect on nuclear arma- 
ments, such an agreement, if it 
worked, would be of the utmost psy- 
chological importance. 

For it would be the first, and 
therefore the most crucial, step to- 
ward the establishment of mutual 
confidence. Then it weuld become 
possible to move further along the 
road to the ultimate goal: a gen- 
eral system for maintaining world 
peace and disarmament.

MAGIC CASEMENTS: A GUIDE. 
BOOK FOR POETS, by Stanton A.

In the 25 years since he founded 
“Wings, A Quarterly of Verse,” Stan- 
ton A. Coblentz of Mill Valley, Calif., 
has ardently ehampioned traditional 
forms and values in poetry. Most 
of his three dozen books of prose 
and verse make up a defense and 
illustration of that position which he 
has kept with stout consistency. His 
latest book, “Magic Casements,” dis- 
pels any idea that editor Coblentz in 
recent years ht have compro- 
mised his attitude towards what he 
considers the failings of “the expo- 
nents of the ‘new’ in poetry, begin- 
ning with Whitman.” 


Few well-known modern poets es- 
cape his censure. Indeed, the list of 
them reads like a table of authors 
out of an Untermeyer anthology. 
Besides Whitman, those he takes is- 
sue with include Edgar Lee Masters, 
Wallace Stevens, W. C. Williams, 
Ezra Pound, T. S. Eliot (“Eliot’s work 
is no more than prose, and o 
prose ‘at that”), Merrill and Mari- 
anne Moore, E. E. Cummings and W. 
H. Auden. 

Such celebrated names of a gen- 
eration ago as Alfred Kreymborg 
and Amy Lowell “have passed or

Succumbs in Los Angeles 
at 72—Won Pulitzer 
Prize, 


Zoe Akins, playwright and 
poet who formerly lived here, 
died of cancer last night in 
Los Angeles, where she had 
been living for 35 years. She 
was 72 years old. Her play, 
“The Old Maid,” won a Pulit- 
zer Prize in 1935. 


Born in Humansville, Mo., 
she was the daughter of the 
late Mr. and Mrs. Thomas J. 
Akins. Her father was a post- 
master of St. Louis and a Re- 
publican leader in the state. 
In 1932 she and Hugo Rum- 
bold, an artist and British 
Army captain, were married in 
Los. Angeles. He died that year. 


Among her successful plays 
were “The Greeks Had a Word 
for It,” “The Furies” and 
“Mrs. January and Mr. Ex.” 
Her best known poem was “The 
Hills Grow Smaller.” She also 
wrote the novel, “Forever 
Young,” which was published 
in 1941. 

Miss Akins attended the old 
Hosmer Hall here and Monti- 
cello College, Godfrey, Ill. She 
began her literary career writ- 
ing poems on the backs of post

The Christman Touch 


Paul Christman, as pol- 
ished and poised before a 
microphone as he once was 
before a charging enemy 
line, brought back many 
memories the other day and, 
in effect, emphasized a chal- 
lenge that will face Missouri 
‘University’s football team 
Saturday at Nebraska. 


Working with Joe Boland, 
veteran Notre Dame broad- 
caster, Christman provides 
interesting, informative and 
entertaining commentary be- 
tween plays and periods of 
the Chicago Cardinals’ home 
games that are televised in 
St. Louis and elsewhere. 


Playing quarterback for 
Jim Conzelman’s team, 
Christman led the Cardinals 
to Western Division pro foot- 
ball championships in 1947 
and ‘48 and a playoff title 
the first year. Now 40, still 
a crew-cut blond and trim- 
mer than the 200-plus 
pounds at which he played 
in college, the prosperous 
Park Ridge (Iil.) manufac- 
turers’ agent will be remem- 
bered most as the Maplewood 
boy who became Pitchin’ 
Paul at Ol’ Mizzou. 


As All-America at Missou- 
ri, Christman teamed with 
former high school teem- 
mates Bud and Bob Orf, the 
carbon-copy twins at end, 
and Bill Cunningham. who 
played fullback at Maple- 
wood and at Columbia, to 
give Don Faurot and the 
State U, their first Big Six 
football title in 1939. The 
team, eaptained by Ken 
Haas, former Cleveland High 
tacsle, was filled with St. 
Louis area players. 


None had the color, the 
flair for fun and the fast 
Quip, of clutch- playing 
Christman, a pinpoint passer. 


Passing Memories 


Christman revived a few 
pleasant moments during last 
Sunday’s game in which 
Cleveland’s great team 
needed the individual bril- 
liance of Jim Brown to gain 
a 38-24 victory over the Car- 
dinals of Frank (Pop) Ivy, 
who was an end at Oklahoma 
when Paul was pitchin’ for 
Missouri. 

The old alma mater got 
its share of mention from 
Mizzou’s most prominent

football alumnus. Christman 
slyly pointed out to Boland, 
who gaily went along with 
the promotional plug, that 
Cleveland's defensive half- 
back, Lowe (Junior) Wren, 
was the same player who 
starred for the Tigers several 
years ago. And at half time 
‘ when he was interviewing 
the mayor of Gary, Ind., Paul 
recalled that Tom Harmon 
. and Tony Zale might be 
* better-known athletic grad- 
uates of the steel city, but 
that another topflight son of 
' Gary was John Lobsiger, 
. captain of Mizzou’s basket- 
ball champions 20 years ago. 


Christman was at his best, 
though, when he ribbed him- 
self — “Milt Plum reminds 
me of Christman, Joe,” as 
the Cleveland quarterback 
ran slowly — and when a 
Browns’ back was tackled 
savagely just in front of the 
Cardinals’ bench. 


“Reminds me of the time,” 
Paul said, “when we were 
playing Nebraska and the 
Cornhuskers really shook me 
up with a tough tackle that 
landed me right at the feet 
af Biff Jones, their coach. 

“I was spinning, but I got 
up and said, “What do you 


teach these guys, Major?

Don Jordan who chal- 
lenges Virgil Akins in the 
welterweight champion’s 
first title defense at Los An- 
geles, Dec. 5, has moved to 
No. 1 among the contenders 
in the 147-pound class, ac- 
cording to the ratings of 
Ring Magazine. 

Jordan’s victories in re- 
cent weeks over Isaac Logart 
and Gasper Ortega put him 
at the top of the heap which 
makes the coming champion- 
ship match the most attrac- 
tive which could be offered 
at this time. 

There has been some fear 
expressed by the friends of 
Akins that if the St. Louis 
boxer has one of his cold 
nights he is in danger of los- 
ing his crown in his first 
attempt to defend it. 

Akins has those cold 
nights, it’s true, but not so 
often in recent years as he 
did in the early part of his 
career. | 

Much has been made of | 
his loss to Franz Szuzina at 
the Auditorium last year but 

“those who saw the contest 
will remember that it was a 
close fight, one in which 
Akins gave away about ten 
pounds. Even then the de- 
cision brought an argument. 

Szuzina,. the rugged Ger- 
man middleweight, just lost 
by a wide margin to Rory 
Calhoun at Rochester, N. Y. 
and weighed 164% pounds. 


Akins dropped a recent 10- 
round bout to Glen Flanagan 
at St. Paul, a loss that came 
closely on the heels of the 
champion’s knockout of 
Charley (Tombstone) Smith 
in which contest Virgil suf- 
fered rather severe cuts over 
his eyes. Undoubtedly he was 
trying to protect himself 
against Flanagan and fought 
too carefully. 

That Akins is determined to 
be in top form for Jordan 
is shown by the fact that he 
has set up a training camp 
at Carlinville, Ill., where he 
will work until time for him 
to go to Los Angeles. This 
is the first time that Akins 
has done this and it indi- 
cates that he will be taking 
no chances in a title fight, 
so far as being in top con- 
dition is concerned.

No. 1 and Nino Valdes of 
Cuba, No. 2, it means that 
four of the top ten are heavy- 
weights from outside the 
United States.

Some Pretty Stern 
‘Stuff? on Omnibus 


NEW YORK, Oct. 30. 

“OMNIBUS” OPENED its seventh season with a fright- 
ening, absorbing, frequently literate and only occasionally 
irritating study of the pros ‘of which there are very few) 
and cons ‘of which there are very many) of capital punish- 
ment. Right at the outset, 
Joseph N. Welch, the dis- 
tinguished Boston mouth- 
piece, warned us that 
perhaps we'd best get rid 
of the children because 
this was going to be pret- 
ty stern “stuff.” 

And it sure was. Mr. 
Welch personally con- 
ducted this seminar on 
the legal extinction of 
our fellow man, his every 
polysyliable reeking of 
social disapproval, while 
the words themselves re- 
mained scrupulously fair, 
touched with irony, and 
only politely skeptical. 
The exploration started 
back in ancient England 
with a smal] bit of drama 
in which a judge sen- 
tenses a female to “hang

by the neck until dead” because she had been found guilty 


of stealing tuppence ha ‘penny’s worth of salt. It's only 
after sentence is pronounced that you find out the con- 
demned girl is just 7 years old. 


Starting with this delicate bit of savagery, 
Mr. Welch, frequently abetted by actors, engaged 
in small bits of dramaturgy, wove a whole tapestry 
of inhumanity, spanning the years in which hang- 
ings were considered public outings, right up te 
the present, when they are conducted in such 
secrecy that it begins to look as if we'd like te 
pretend they don’t happen. 


There were some fairly grisly shots of Nazi mass ex- 
terminations ‘used as a clincher to an argument against 
capita] punishment since we frequently forget that these 
killings were all quite legal. A character named Joseph 
C imes—shades of Dickens—was introduced as a typical 
contemporary murderer—typical in that he killed someone 
close to him ‘his wife) in a drunken rage between the hours 
of 8 p.m. and 2 a.m. 

Then, his slow painful procession to the electric chair 
was traced right up to the final strapping on the death 
mask (which was strapped right on to the camera lens to 
give those of us at home an idea of how it felt). Along the 
way, Welch touched on several points of propriety—taking 
note of the fact that the delays are barbarous, that physical 
agony is by no means entirely missing, that some biologists 
now consider murder a matter of chemical inbalance in the 
murderer, and that capital punishment doesn’t seem to 
provide any real deterrent to murder. 


It was grim stuff all right and some of the 
little dramatic bits were pretty gritty--tedly writ- 
ten, badly directed and badly acted. But, if you 
stuck with it right through Mr. Grimes’s last day 
and last meal and last walk, all related with 
methodical detail, it had stunning impact. Mr. 
Welch's prose was dry, precise, and tmplacabdie, 
and left no doubts as to where he stands on this 
matter, which is, resolutely opposed. 


Anyhow it’s nice to welcome back “Omnibus” which 
promises us an exciting seventh season including visits by 
S. J. Perelman ‘whose latest book “The Most of 5S. J. 
Perelman” I can’t recommend as bedside reading since it 
will just keep you awake all night screaming with laugh- 
ter, annoying the neighbors, and leaving you as exhausted 
as it has me), Peter Ustinov, Gene Kelly and Esther Wil- 
liams. “Omnibus” has been cut down to am hour this year, 
which I think on the whole is a good idea. It will alternate 
every other week with a new NBC show called “Kaleido- 
scope,” which may or may not be a good idea. 

“Twentieth Century” also returned Sunday with an 
exploration of Communist propaganda called “The Red 
Sell.” It had some wonderful films, showing how the Reds 
portray Americans in their own movies, and some inter- 
esting shots of the big Youth Congress in Moscow last year. 
But on the whole, I found it a little tiresome, simply be- 
cause I'm sick of that particular subject, I guess. But I'm 
glad that the show and Walter Cronkite, its narrator, are 
with us for another season. 

Incidentally, the third of the “Small World” shows 
was the best yet. Lauren Bacall succeeded in being sexy, 
witty, wise, combative and immensely good natured in a 
clash of intellects with Malcolm Muggeridge ‘who thinks 
women should be shooed back to the kitchen) and Eric 
Johnson, and Edward R. Murrow who seemed to be having

HOLLYWOOD, Oct. 30. 


TO ONE WHO IS accus- 
tomed to thinking of Shake- 
spearean actors as something 
a little apart from the common 
run of actors—a little larger 
than life, a little more highly 
varnished — Laurence Harvey 
came as something of a reve- 


\ lation. 


Arriving at the Coronado 
Hotel, just off the plane from 
Dallas where he had played 
“Henry V” the night before, 
he looked more like someone 
you might see on Dick Clark's 
program than at the Old Vic. 
He wore a gray suit of muted 
plaid, tan suede strollers, a 
white cotton windbreaker and 
a sharp crew cut. He was fol- 
lowed by a porter with a cart 
which contained three mam- 
moth bags of handsome, pale 
tan pigskin with the initials, 
“LH” in gold. 


We went up to his suite 
where -he started unpacking 
and talking at the same time. 
It isn’t until he starts speak- 
ing that one associates him 
with Olivier, Gielgud, or Evans. 
His voice has the tonal reso- 
nance, thé polished accent and 
the gentleness which, to para- 
phrase Hamlet in his advice to 
the players, acquires and be- 
gets a temperance that gives 
it smoothness. 

He first unpacked-a pair of 
military brushes and brushed 
his crew cut. He looked at it 
this way and that, as though 
uncertain about it. 

“It's new,” he _ explained,

Notes on Storage 


country own more things than 
anyone else in the world with 
the possible exception of a few 
squirrels. Squirrels find un- 
limited storage space for their 
possessions in the ground but 
with humans it’s not so easy. 
Many of us use attics and base- 
ments for storage and this 


'. brings up a subject of some 
interest. 


A good dry basement makes 
an ideal storage place for most 
articles, but if the basement 

s damp at certain times 
of the year it’s wise to take a 


set a few inches away. from the 
basement walls. This will pre- 


may possibly become damp and 
will also insure good ventilation 
around the storage shelf which 
will help prevent mildew and 
dampness of stored articles. 
It’s best to have a lower shelf 
on the structure so that no 
article will rest directly on the 
concrete floor. If your base- 
ment becomes very damp or 
even wet at certain times of the 
year, treat wood that will come 
in contact with the damp ma- 
sonry with a wood preservative. 
For the attic it’s best to have 
open storage shelves so that 
there will be good circulation 
of air. This is important not 
only for the articles stored but

In November 1957 the fund held a conference on mi- 
gratory labur and low-income farmers, coming to the-con- 
clusion that this new committee was needed to study-fur- 
ther the whole subject of the country’s farm economy. 


Farming is basic to the economy and the se- 
curity of this country. And the problems of both 
the large and small family-size farm operators, the 
sharecropper, the farm worker and the migrant are 
becoming increasingly more complicated. The pub- 
lic needs the understanding of these problems to 
take an interest in their sofution and make them a 
matter of Government concern. 


Since the approach to any general problem should first

The low standard of living on the small farm has 
brought about inefficient use of the land and the workers. 
Both our native and imported labor will continue to suffer 
unless this standard be raised to the average for all Amer- 
icans.

Put cus tablespoons of 
sugar in two cups of milk and 
bring it to a beil. Cut half a 
pound of French bread into 
thin slices and pour the milk 
over it. Cover it and let the 
bread soak in the hot milk for 
15 minutes. Then mash it with 
a fork to make a firm paste. 


Then add two heaping table- 
spoons of seedless raisins and 
one tablespoon of finely sliced 
candied orange peel. Now add 
two well-beaten eggs and stir 
it all gently until blended. 


Here, now, is the trick. Melt 
half a cup of sugar with two 
tablespoons of water in a pud- 
ding mold. Keep it on a hot 
fire until the sugar browns. 
Then tip the mold around so 
that it is coated with the cara- 
mel. Then put in the pudding. 
Set the mold in a pan with a 
little water in it and bake it 
in a slow oven until it’s firm. 
You can serve it hot or cold, 
with or without sauce.
